I 
suggest that during the loan period, prior to September, it is arranged 
that we be entitled to participate in the F SEV in and receive those 
items we do not have which 


(A) Smithsonian already has, or 

(B) Duplicates exist in the Chase collection. 

As to the U.S. Pioneer gold, I am enclosing the list of the 
Smithsonian holdings. This is not the Schulman-Kosoff appraisal and 
inventory we spoke of. If the list of foreign or U.S. coins in the Lilly 
collection is needed, I will he of help. 


I think the progress the Society is making is very encouraging 
and will talk to you within a day or so to discuss procedure.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


SEPTEMBER 9, 1977 





On Sunday, August 21, four armed men entered the Society's museum 
just as it was opened at 1:00 P.M., overpowered the two guards on duty, 
and smashed three cases containing coins and paper money in the hall exhib- 
iting ''Money in Early America.'' The specimens taken were American 
Colonial issues, mostly Massachusetts and early federal issues of the 
period 1792-1796. 


A total of 90 coins and 3 notes were taken; the current value of the 
ANS material is approximately $430,000, the loss sustained by Eric P. 
Newman and the Eric P. Newman Numismatic Educational Society approaches 
$165,000 for a total of $595,000. The Society carries a fine arts insurance 
policy at the level of $1,400,000 under which this loss is covered. 


It has been our policy to limit exposure in the exhibit halls in terms 
of value so as to minimize the possibility that someone would consider the 
risks involved worthwhile. The exhibition cases are not now equipped with 
alarm devices. This policy was not adhered to with regard to the current 
exhibition. A total value of $860,000 was on exhibit at the time of the robbery; 
of the three cases looted, no. 29 contained coins valued at $325,000, case no. 10 
- $208,000. The robbery was clearly worth the risks. 


On Monday, August 22, we issued a detailed description of the stolen 
coins, via telephone, to Henry Grunthal, who was attending the ANA conven- 
tion in Atlanta, Georgia. Mr.Grunthal arranged, by way of public announce- 
ment, for dissemination of the information to all of the dealers present that 
morning. In addition, Norman Stack cooperated with us by putting the infor- 
mation out on the special teletype, reaching all participating dealers in the 
United States before noon on Monday. 


“Mr. Doty prepared a detailed list of the stolen objects which was sent 
down to Atlanta together with photographs of a number of specimens. On his 
arrival in Atlanta, Eric P. Newman took charge of coordinating the flow of 
information. Mr. Newman also took a deposition from Mulford Simons, a 
Pennsylvania dealer who received a telephone call on Friday, August 19, 
from a person offering to sell a collection which, incontent, correlates 
closely with the specimens taken from the Society the following Sunday. The 
investigation into the robbery now involves the New York City police and the 
FBI, as well as investigators representing our insurance company. 
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Miss Thompson reported that, due to the personal efforts of Mr. Fowler, 
the Chase Manhattan Bank had offered the Society a selection of specimens 
from its collection, the greatest part of the collection having been offered 
to the Smithsonian Institution. The ANS gift includes the 1804 U.S. dollar and 
the 1792 U.S. quarter dollar pattern in copper. In addition, Miss Thompson 
and Mr. Elam met with the Director of Public Relations ofthe Chase, Fraser 
Seitel, on August 16 to discuss the possibility of the ANS receiving further 
Chase specimens which are lacking in our collection and which are known to 
be already in the SI collection. At Mr. Seitel's invitation, an inventory of 
these pieces has been prepared and forwarded to him for consideration. 


Miss Thompson reported the receipt of a magnificent gift from the Norweb 
Collection: 169 examples of the regular, pattern and emergency money of 
Charles I of England. An earlier Norweb gift had added 60 gold and silver 
coins of the same ruler to the 126 already in the Society's trays, making our 
present cabinet of 355 pieces the finest collection of Charles I in the world. 
Every denomination from every mint is represented and there are many indi- 
vidual coins, such as the famous Oxford Crown, of noteworthy rarity and 
beauty. 


Mr. Maull reported for the Finance Committee that the Society's portfolio 
is now at approximately $6.8 million with 20% invested short-term and 60% in 
equities. The income yield is currently 5%. 


Mr. Maull reported that the 'inance Committee had met and approved the 
budget for fiscal 1978. He noted that the committee is disturbed by the growth 
of deficits incurred by the Society. The committee deems it imperative that 
the deficit be reduced significantly by the next fiscal year. 


The statement of operation for FY 1977 and the proposed budget for FY 1978, 
as approved by the Finance Committee, were presented. Following discussion, 
it was voted to approve the budget. 


A copy of the statement of operations for FY 1977 and budget for FY 1978 
are appended. 


Mr. Milbank informed the Council of his desire to begin restricting his 
activities and responsibilities, including his position as President of the 
Society. He suggested that he and other senior members might remain as 
emeritus members, continuing to participate in the deliberations of the Council 
while opening up positions for new Councillors. Mr. Milbank noted that the 
Nominating Committee for Officers (Messrs. Maull, Chairman, Lane, Luce) 
is scheduled to report to the Council at its November meeting at which time 
the matter could be discussed more fully. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 4:15 P.M.

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Report of the Director: - September 9.1977 


The exhibition has been reconstructed and reopened. The total value 
of objects on dispaly is $272,000; the greatest value in one case is approxi- 
mately $50,000. It is our intention to remain closed on Sundays until some 
form of exhibit case protection has been installed. I have met with repre- 
sentatives from the Police Department and one of our security firms to 
discuss various protective measures and to solicit estimates of cost for 
installation and maintenance. 


On a somewhat related matter, we have applied to the National 
Endowment for the Humanities for a planning grant enabling us to plan in 
detail the reorganization of the west exhibition hall to install a general 
survey exhibit of world coinage. The grant includes funds for the study of 
exhibit security which will provide us with information on new plastic 
materials more resistant to breakage than the present glass. 


The ANS was represented at the ANA convention by Dexter Seymour, 
a Fellow of the Society. Mr. Seymour also participated in the Educational 
Forum, speaking on the topic which is also the subject of an article by him 
appearing in the forthcoming issue of our Museum Notes. Mr. Seymour, 
in his report on the convention, has made valuable suggestions for more 
active participation in the ANA conventions by the ANS. I have asked Mr. 
Seymour to join with a staff committee to pursue this objective in greater 
detail. The Society has submitted an application to the New York State 
Council on the Arts in support of a new traveling exhibition program in- 
volving the design and construction of a self-contained exhibition. If 
successful, this project will provide us with fresh, interesting and appeal- 
ing exhibits to display at the ANA conventions as well as participating 
schools and libraries.

Thank you for your letter of October 26, 1977, enclosing a 
copy of what has been filed with the representative of the insurer. 


I call your attention to the fact that the sworn statement 
may be incomplete in that there is nothing in the notarization which 
indicates that the facts are true or accurate or that you believe 
they are true and accurate. I do not mean to be technical, but in- 
surance companies are always looking for technical defenses. 


: I also note that on the schedule attached your item 32 is 
stricken out. Was this recovered or what was the reason for the line 
drawn through it? 


In section 18 of the general conditions there is a provision 
that suit must be filed within 12 months of the loss unless the laws 
of New York extend that time. I believe this should be placed on your 
calendar for consideration next spring unless the insurance company 
extends this provision in writing. 


The Policy provides for appointment of appraisers in the event 
the amount of the loss is not agreed upon within 60 days after October 26, 
1977. I believe an extension of that time should be granted in writing by both 
parties if that is desirable. 

I hope the foregoing suggestions are helpful.

It is indeed unfortunate that 
incidents of this type mar what is usually so satisfying 
a pursuit. Of course, we all profit from the commercial 
aspect of numismatics. Nevertheless, anyone who devotes 
himself to becoming an expert in any field must be motivated 
by something deeper than purely financial interest.

I understand you are out of the office until Monday, hence this letter 
instead of talking to you on the phone. 


The Police have arrested Eric Hagerbrant and he has been charged with 
the robbery itself and with possession of 70 of our coins. The New York City 
Police worked for the better part of December in lining-up a buy from him 
using undercover policemen. On December 20, I was shown a list of the 
specimens being offered by Hagerbrant and that list included all of your 
missing pieces. The list totaling 70 coins did not include most of the less 
expensive coins, our nos. 1 through 13, ex 9. The list that Iwas shown served 
as the basis for the buy negotiations but at the last moment Hagerbrant switched 
some of the coins and he still has 7 of your federal issues, our nos. 88-94. 


Based on this: information, the Police are absolutely certain that Hager- 
brant has the 10 pieces which are still outstanding. On Norman Stack's values, 
Hagerbrant still has approximately $127,000 market value. I have talked to 
the Assistant District Attorney who will be handling the case and he has in- 
dicated that Hagerbrant "holds the keys to the jailhouse" with regard to the 
10 outstanding coins and the naming of the other 3 men involved in the robbery. 


We hope to see you on the 14th; please give yourself enough time to 
stay on for the reception in honor of Mr. Milbank.

On motion, duly made and seconded, the following loan was approved: 


Extended loan of the Bechtler press to the Mint Museum of the 
Museum of Art, Charlotte, North Carolina under the following 
conditions: 


1) That the press be placed on exhibition with a notice to 
the effect that it is on loan from the American Numismatic 
Society. 


2) That all costs of crating and transport between New York 
City and Charlotte be the responsibility of the Mint Museum and 
that insurance in the amount of $10,000 be placed on the press 
from the time it leaves the Society until it returns to the 
American Numismatic Society. The cost of the insurance also to 
be the responsibility of the Mint Museum. 


No time limitation is placed on the loan but the press would be liable to 
recall with Sixty days notice. 


Mr. Bass reported that the Executive Committee, at its last meeting, had 
begun consideration of current Society practices regarding the valuing of gifts 
to its collections. At the Committee's direction, Mr. Elam has prepared an ad- 
visory memorandum on the subject as a basis for discussion by the Gouncil of 
Society policy in this area. A copy of that memorandum is appended to these Minutes. 


Mr. Elam summarized ,jthe contents of the memorandum and indicated that the 
convral question. is whether the soctetyewants: to continue or alter ity pol ty 
which permits stall members to act as unolficlal appraisers of gifts to our collee- 
Lions, communicating the valuations to the donors who presumably rely on this 
information as support for personal tax deductions. 


During the course of discussion several Council members expressed the opinion 
that the present practice helps to encourage donations tothe Society and that dis- 
continuing the service might have a detrimental effect. Mr. Houghton suggested 
that donors could be informed that the valuation supplied by the Society was in- 
tended only as an indication of the value assigned the gift for accessioning 
purposes and did not constitute an appraisal for tax purposes. 


It was noted that it would be helpful to know the current practice with regard 
to communicating values of donated objects to donors which prevails at other 
similar museums. Members of the Council were requested to communicate their per- 
sonal experiences to Mr. Elam and the matter will be scheduled for further discussion. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 2:56 P.M.

Each year at this time we bring to the Council's attention those 
members who will be dropped in June for non-payment of dues for the past two 
years. Council Members are asked to review the list and if any individual is 


known to you, to try to persuade the person to save his membership, 


On the August 21 robbery, the last nine coins were recovered on February 
14, 1978 through the cooperation of the robbery suspect Eric Hagerbrant. On 
March 22, we took possession of the 13 specimens being held by the FBI in 
New Haven. Mr. Doty has examined the coins and three parchment bills and he 
is satisfied that the specimens are in substantially the same condition as 
when they left the Society's building. 


Hagerbrant has entered a guilty plea and is scheduled for sentencing in 
New York on April 14, Unless Hagerbrant decides to change his plea, the re- 
mainder of the coins will be released to us shortly after the 14th. 


We are planning a more substantial involvement in the ANA annual conven- 
tion, to be held this year in Houston, August 21-27, The Society's Associate 
Curator of Modern Coins, Richard Doty, will be our offical representative. 

He has been invited to participate as a speaker in the educational forum. 


In addition, the Society is mounting a special exhibit, developed by 
Mv... Doty and: produced under a grant from the New York State Counctl on the 
Arts as part of a new Traveling Exhibit program. We are planning also to man 
a booth in the general registration area as is the practice of a number of 
other numismatic organizations. Under Mr. Doty's direction the booth will be 
manned by Society members who are attending the convention and who have 
volunteered to represent the Society in this way. We expect to have a publica- 
tion display and to have available a variety of leaflets describing various 
features and programs of the Society.

Members of the Council expressed regret that the Society is unable to pro- 
vide a financial reward to Mr. Sonderman for his actions. Mr. Maull recommended 
that efforts be made to secure a reward for Mr. Sonderman from the Aetna 
Insurance Company with whom the Society has its fine arts policy. 


The Council decided not to take up consideration of a request by Donald J. 
Crowther that he be elected a Fellow of the Society. 


On the matter of current Society practices regarding the valuing of gifts 
to its collections (see Minutes of the Council Meeting of April 8, 1978, page 5 
and appended Memorandum on ANS Appraisal of Objects Donated to its Collections), 
it was reported that a letter had been received from Mr. Buttrey outlining his 
support for continuing current practices with the integration of Mr. Houghton's 
suggestion recorded in the April 8, 1978 Minutes. 


It was the sense of the meeting that this course of action should be 
followed. 


Reports of the Director, Editor, Librarian and Chief Curator were submitted. 
Copies of these reports are appended to these Minutes. 

Miss Thompson reported that vault privileges had been granted to the follow- 
ing individuals since the last meeting of the Council: Nicholas Jones, Barbara 
Burrell, Michael Peachin, Orestes Zervos and Patrick Bruun. 


Miss Thompson noted that the production of the first two displays in the new 
Traveling Exhibition Program was nearing completion and that they would soon be 
available for loan to institutions and organizations where provisions for 
security, insurance and transportation are met. These two exhibits display coins, 
medals, text and graphic materials in sealed panels which are mounted in free- 
standing frames, constituting a completely self-contained exhibit area which

requires mintiwal assembly by the reciplent, It is intended that these exhibits, 
as produced, become permanent additions to the Traveling Exhibition Program to 
be made available on a continuous basis to borrowing institutions, It is desir- 
able, therefore, that blanket permission be granted by the Council to circulate 
_ these exhibits without securing Council permission in each instance, 


On motion, duly made and seconded, it was voted to make available for loan, 
under the Society's Traveling Exhibition Program, the exhibits "George Washington 
in Medallic Art" (value $2,000) and "Money as Propaganda" (value $600) as 
requested by qualified borrowing organizations. 


It was noted that the exhibit "Money as Propaganda" would be featured by the 
Society at the ANA convention in Houston in August. 


On motion, duly made and seconded, it was voted to lend an additional three 
Islamic coins (value $550) to Asia House Gallery, NYC, for inclusion in an 
exhibit during the period December 8, 1978 to October 21, 1979. (See Council 
Minutes, January 14, 1978, page 5 for original loan). 


Miss Thompson noted that the leave of absence granted to Michael Bates (see 
Council Minutes, September 9, 1977, page 4) had not been taken because the 
scheduled expedition had been cancelled. She reported that he has been invited 
to participate as numismatist and conservator of metal objects in excavations 
at Fustat, Egypt. 


On motion, duly made and seconded, it was voted to grant Michael Bates a 
paid leave of absence for the period August 29, 1978:to November 4, 1978 for 
the purpose of participating in the Fustat Excavation under the auspices of the 
American Research Center in Egypt. 


Mr. Bates was invited to join the meeting for the purpose of reporting, with 
Messrs. Metcalf and Elam, on the planning for a new permanent exhibition, "The 
World of Money," proposed for installation in the Society's West Exhibition Hall. 


Mr. Bates summarized the work which has been ongoing since early November 
1977 under a planning grant of $13,050 received from the National Endowment for 
the Humanities for this purpose. He and Mr. Metcalf, in consultation with the 
design consultant, George Gardner, Chairman of the Department of Exhibition 
and Graphics, American Museum of Natural History and the education consultant, 
Bonnie Pitman Gelles, currently Chairman of the Education Committee of the 
American Association of Museums, have developed an exhibit plan which is con- 
ceptually different from past and existing numismatic exhibits. In the proposed 
exhibit, the history of coinage is traced in terms of the development of major 
coinage traditions, emphasizing the main points of evolution and the ways in 
which various coinages influenced each other. Highlighting this approach is the 
concept of "The Numismatist at Work" which will tie in the information presented 
in the exhibit with the processes by which the scholar came to know about vari- 
ous coinages. Mr. Bates displayed a sketch by Mr. Gardner showing the shape and 
deployment of the exhibit case units which he has designed especially for this 
exhibit. A copy of this drawing is appended to these Minutes. The units, 
standardized for efficiency of manufacture will be employed as single units and 
as multiple units joined together to form a continuous display space, thus 
avoiding the stilted appearance common to many existing numismatic exhibitions.

A meeting has been scheduled with the Society's auditors, Davies 
and Davies to discuss the work which the Society will be doing in 
preparation for the annual audit. 


At the last meeting of the Council, members expressed dismay at 
the position of the Aetna Insurance Company that they would not offer 
a monetary award to David Sonderman for his role in the apprehension 
of Eric Hagerbrant and recovery of the coins stolen from the ANS. 
Acting on the advice of the Council, I requested reconsideration of this 
decision. In particular, Huntington Block, the Society's insurance 
broker, was very helpful in supporting this request. Aetna did reverse 
itself and awarded $10,000 to Mr. Sonderman. 


At the ANA Convention in Houston, Mr. Bass presented Mr. Son- 
derman with Aetna's check and with the special presentation plaque 
from the ANS. Mr. Sonderman also received $1,000 from the ANA on that 
occasion. 


The planning phase of the Society's proposed exhibit, The World 
of Money, is in its final stage. Both consultants who have worked with 
the Society on this project recommend that, before proceeding to the 
implementation stage, the Society should have two mock-up exhibit cases 
constructed and installed with sample displays selected from the exhibit 
master plan. These cases would be installed in the Society's exhibit 
hall and visitors would be asked to comment on them, concerning such 
matters as lighting, content interest, readability of the text, and the 
like. As currently envisioned, one display would be selected from the 
running story, such as the display explaining the advent, in modern times, 
of fixed denominations in our currency systems. The second unit would 
contain one of the interpretive exhibits such as "What Was it Worth?" 
or "How Do We Know the Dates?" 


We have a cost estimate of $2,500 to build and set up these two 
exhibits. This sum must be met by a special contribution. As of September 
8, one-half of the needed amount has been pledged by a member of the 


Council.

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REPORT OF DEBRIEFING OF MULFORD B. SIMONS, JR, AT 
MARRIOTT HOTEL, ATLANTA, GEORGIA, AUGUST 24, 1977 

Mulford B. Simons, Jr. had reported to Edward Rochette and others on 
Monday, August 22, 1977, that Simons had a telephone discussion relating to coins 
which were stolen on Sunday, August 21, 1977, from ANS.
